fine here the Calamities that are common to Man- 
kind, as the Troubles that many do ſuffer upon the 
Account of the Goſpel, or upon the Account of 
Righteouſneſs ; Sufferings which they ſuffer willing- 
ly, and ſuch Sufferings which reach no further than 
this preſent Lite. | 

II. As to the Second, why doth the Apoſtle here 
chuſe to expreſs that Felicity of the Saints in the 
other World by Glory? It is for theſe Two Reaſons ; 

Firſt, Becauſe he writes to the Romans, who 
were at that time martial, Heroick People, and na- 
turally ambitious of Glory. And, « 

Secondly, Becauſe Glory is the great Idol of the 


Worlds And the deſire of Glory is a Paſſion more 


potent and ſtronger than the deſires of any other 
thing in the World ; more chan Riches and Pleaſure ; 
and if the Glory of another VVorld be fixed in the 


Soul, a Man will ſtick at nothing to arrive to it. 


_. Thirdly, I ſhew'd you wherein the future Glory 
doth not conſiſt. Having told you that Glory, in 
the Senſe of a ſenſual Man, 1s nothing but a grand 
Reputation and Injoy ment of the Praiſes, and Com- 
mendations, and applauſes of Men. And here I 
did peremptorily aſſert to you, that the Glory of 
the other VVorld, that Saints ſhall injoy, doth not 
conſiſt in their receiving the Praiſes, and Com- 
mendations of God, of Angels, or of Fellow - Saints; 


tor whatever Commendations God may beſtow on 


their firſt Entrance into the Kingdom of Heaven, 


their Felicity aſterwards imports ſomewhat elſe : 


For this I gave Four R eaſons, which I ſhall not now 


ſtand to mention ; and having thus ſhown wherein 
the Glory of the other VVorld doth not conſiſt, 
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I come this Day to a. F a Reſurrection, and 
poſitively to ſhow the true Nature and Import of 
that future Glory that ſhall be revealed in us ; and 
and to reſolve this, ſeems to be a very bold attempt; 
ſince the Apoſtle hath told us, that Eye hath nor 
ſeen, nor Ear heard, neither Heart of Man cannot 
conceive what God hath laid up for them that love him, 
in the x Cor. 7, 8, 9. But tho we cannot com- 
prehend it, our Souls being finite, and therefore 
unable to comprehend that which is infinite; yet 
ſince God gives us leave to ſpeak of it according to our 


| Capacities, and the Meaſure of his own Revelation, 


I ſhall tell you in few words, That that ſuture Glory 
is a Complex or Confluence of all things that are 
great and excellent, and the glorified Saint his Un- 
derſtanding, his Knowledge, his Injoyment, his 
Eloquence, his Riches, his Honour, his Life, his 
Joy, his Actions, and his Virtues, will all exceed- 
ingly glitter and be God-like: All this will meet 
and concenter in him, as Sun-Beams in a Burning» 
Glaſs : Here on Earth theſe Bleſſings are divided, 
and they do never tall to the Share of one and the 
ſame Man: One may have great Knowledge and 
great Underſtanding, but his Fortunes may be but 
mall: Another may have great Riches and Honour,” 
and his Merits inconſiderable, and Actions pitifal 
and mean: Others may have great Souls and great 
Virtues, but their outward Accommodations in this 
World may be very inconfiderable ; but in Heaven 
all theſe Bleſſings will unite in every individual Per- 
ſon, and incompaſs the glorified Crearure in the 
higheſt Perfection. And here, | 

BE A3 Firſt, 
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Firſt, Let's conſider the Greatneſs and Vaſtneſs of 


Underſtanding that a glorious God communicates to 


the Inhabitants of his Palace ; there our Souls ſhall 
be no longer like Angels, impriſoned in a Cage, as 
they are here; for here our Sight is limited, our 
Spirits be clogged with Duſt our Quickneſs incom- 
paſſed with Fleſh and Blood; but in thoſe calmer 
Regions, our Souls will be delivered and freed from 
that dull Matter that now annoys them here, and be 
perfectly united to thoſe brighter Bodies that ſhall 
be beſtowed upon them; no Impediments, no 
Clouds, no Miſts, no Darkneſs will there ſtop their 
Proſpect; there our Souls will be all perfectly naked 
and perfectly pure; and all the Vails that cloud and 
darken them here, will there be done away; there 
they will be all Eye, all Ear, all Sagacity, all In- 
telligence, all Underſtanding; and what is Myſtery 
now, will be Noon- Day then; there will be no 
Perplexity about God's Providence, no Doubts about 


his Diſpenſations, no Scruples, no Dumpiſhneſs, no 


Dulneſs nor Deadneſs will there diſcompoſe them, 
but an everlaſting, perpetual, vivacious Alacrity 

will attend them : And from hence, 
Secondly, Will neceſſarily ariſe a vaſt ſtupendous 
and prodigious Knowledge : Here we know but in 
part, and have but ſlender Notices of things; we 
converſe with Shadows and Appearance more than 
Realities; and not only our Senſes, but the very 
Objects we meet with all ſerve to deceive and delude 
us; the Sciences we commonly boaſt of, are for the 
moſt part meer Conjecture; and here we content our 
ſelves with a meer Surface of things, and ſeldom 
pentrate into the Bottom; we grope in the dark, 
and 


and ſearch after Truth, . then when we pretend 
we have diſcovered it; but in Heaven, in the 
Manſions of Glory, we ſhall truly be wiſe Philoſo- 
phers ; we ſhall ſ:arch no more after Wiſdom, but 
ſhall there find what we here did feck ; there God 
will unvail all the Myſteries of Grace and Nature; 
there the Gates of God's Secrets will be guarded no 
more with Nights and Gloomineſs, but we ſhall 
enter into the Benqueting-Houſe, and all the privy 
Doors of God's Chamber ſhall fly open to us of their 
own Accord, and what's beyond all this, we ſhaſl 
know and ſee God as he is. God will no longer 
dwell in Light which is inacceſſible. Ask me not 
of what Nature that ſeeing of God will be, and how 
our Souls, that at beſt are but finite, ſhall be able 
to comprehend him that is infinite? For there, I tell 
you, we ſhall not ſo much comprehend God, as 
God will comprehend us; we ſhail be wrapped up 
in his Beams, and we ſhall not ſo much penetrate his 
Eſſence as his Eſſence will penetrate us. And from 

hence, 1n the 
3 Place, will neceſſarily ariſe a vaſt, prodigious 
and wonderful Satisfaction in the ſeeing of God. 
God is the beſt and greateſt of Beings inthe? World; 
to ſee God, and to enjoy him, is one and the ſa me 
thing; and the Reaſon is, becauſe God is Light, and 
in him is no Darkneſs at all, as St. Foba informs us, 
i John 1. Now to ſe the Light, and to enjoy it, 
is one and the fame thing; there is a reflex Light, 
and there is direct Light: I behold Cities, Towns 
and Villages, Palaces, Mountains, Hills and Trees, 
by a reflex Light: But that doth not give me the 
Injoyment or Poſſeſſioa of them But the Sun the 
Moon, and the Stars, I behold by à direct Light, 
=_— and 
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and at the ſame time c 2 them, I enjoy them: 
here while on Earth in this Valley of Tears, we ſee 
God by a reflex Light, a Light directed by the 
Creator or the Creature's Underſtanding ; and 
that is the Reaſon why all that do ſee God here 
enjoy him not, nor poſſeſs him. But in Heaven 
we ſhall ſee God by a direct Light, and conſequent- 
ly enjoy him; the Light then will directly be on 


us, and the Iſſue of it will be a Sweetneſs unconcei- 
able. Have you not ſeen and taken Notice of a @ 


'dark, black, ſtinking and diſmal Den, which by 
ſome Accident or other the Sun hath found a way 
to pierce through and diſplay its glorious Beams in 
it, how on a ſudden a ſweet and gentle Breeze of 
Air hath fill'd the hollow Places, and the Odorife- 
rous Herbs that grew about it, diffuſing their Sweet- 
neſs into it, the Loathſomneſs of the Cave comes 
to be perfumed : By this Stmilitude and Reſemblance 


you may in ſome meaſure gueſs how God, in the 


Manſions of Glory, will viſit and enlighten our 
our Souls, and fill them with Light and Life : which 
I can expreſs by no better Light, than an Inundati- 
on of Light, Our Souls here are inſatiable things, 
and do never ſay they have enough. But in the 
other World, they will be ſo repleniſhed, and ſo ſa- 
tisfied, as to be forced ro confeſs that they enjoy 
true Fulneſs and Plentitude. This perfect En- 
joy ment of God is nothing but an immediate Appli- 
cation of the Divine Nature and Eſſence to all the 
Faculties of the Soul, an Application wonderful 
ſweet and raviſhing. as you may have ſeen in a rich 
Compoſition of Roſes, and Violets, and Odoriferous 
Herbs and Eſſences, or Harmonious Voices, or ra- 


viſhing 
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viſhing Objects, or in things that have a delicions 
Taſte and Reliſh how on a ſudden it ſtrikes the whole 
Soul, and difſuſes its charming Sweetneſs through 


all the Senſes; by this, I ſay, you may be able to 


gueſs what that immediate Application of the Di- 


'vine Nature to our Faculties will be. But this is 


not all : Therefore, $20 

Fourthly, [muſt not forget to tell you here the 
Greatneſs of Virtues that there will be in thoſe 
celeſtial Religions; all the Virtues that we ſee here 
practiſed by good Men on Earth, will not be ſound 
to be in Heaven; for there they will rather be ſwal- 


lowed up of ſomething greater and more excellent; 


or elſe, be refined into ſomething moreſublime; I 
ſay, all Virtues that we ſee here practiſed by good 


Men on Earth, will not be found in Heaven : Faitn 


can have no place there, for there we thall walk 
by Sight; nor hath Hope any thing to do there, for 
Hope is an embracing of Objects diſtant and a far 
off; but there we ſhall enjoy and poſſeſs what here 
we hope for: Humility, as it is a Senſe of our own 


Unworthineſs and ſpiritual Miſery, can have no Ad- 


mittance there; why? becauſe we being in God, 
the moſt perfect Being, we can have no Senſe of our 
Uuworthineſs; and being perfectly happy, we can- 
not poſſibly be ſenſible of any ſpiritual Miſer; Re- 
pentance is no Virtue in Heaven, why ? becauſe it 
conſiſts in a practical Sorrow for Sin; and how can 
Sorrow for Sin be where there is no Sin to bewail? 
Nor can Mortification of Sin be ſuppos d to have any 
Place there; for Mortification of Sin is a ſubduing 
the unruly Defires of the Fleſh, and there is no Fleſh 
to rebel: Chriſtian Fortitude, as it doth import a 

gene- 


| 10 ) 
generous Reſiſtance of Cruſe, whether from the 
Devil or the World, muſt needs be uſeleſs there, 
where there is no Temptation, no wreſtling no fight- 
ing, nor no combatting ; nor can Patience be required 
of the Inhabitants ia thoſe Manſions of Glory ; for 
there will be no Injuries offered to any one, therefore 
no need of bearing with or pardoning of them. 
Temperance cannot be expected there; for Temper- 
ance is a uiſing of the things of this World with 
Moderation, which is there injoyed with Perfection. 
Nor will there be any need of Juſtice, which here 
we know is giving every Man their own, and di- 
ſtributing of Rewards and Puniſhments; but in thoſe 
Manſions, there is no need of exerciſing this Virtue, 
becauſe every Man will be quietly contented with 
what he doth enjoy. Chriſtian Prudence mult needs 
be uſeleſs there, becauſe there will be no contriving, 
nor knowing how to eſcape the Danger we are in 
there; for all our Way there will be ſtrew'd with 
Flowers. Nor can we think that Compaſſion will 
be a Virtue there, becauſe there will be no miſerable 
Objects there; neither will there be need of Liberali- 
ty; becauſe there will be no indigent Perſons. But 
done thing more I muſt tell you, all our Virtues here 
on Earth are grounded on our own or others Miſeries; 
as upon our own Miſeries, ſo Faith is grounded on 
our Ignorance; Hope is grounded on our Neceſſities, 
Repentance grounded on our Sins, and Humility is 
grounded on our own Vileneſs; ſo they are alſo 
grounded on the Miſery of others, as our Compaſſi- 
on is grounded on the Neceſſities of our Neighbour ; 
and Liberality on the want of others: But having 


thus run thtough the Circle of our Virtues in Heaven, 
yet 
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yet there will be one Virtue which will ſwallow np 
all the reſt, and that is Love, fervent Love without 
Bounds Love immeſe, Love infinite, as the Object 
which is Love it ſelf; Love which proceeds from a 
perfect Knowledge of God; for the more perfectly 
we know God, the more perfectly we muſt needs 
love God; Love that always fills, and always ravithes 
and raiſes Deſires of Love. Nay, from this Love in 
a natural Stream there flows in that State of Glory 
an exceſſive Charity : A Charity which will be fo 
far from envying their Neighbour's Happinels, that 


it will rather increaſe it; and tho' St. Paul will be 


exalted above the other Apoſtles, in that a Thouſand 
Saints have done leſs than he; yet ſuch is the Charity 
there, ſo ſpotleſs and ſo perfect, that the Felicity of o- 
ther Saints will not diminiſh but aggrandize the Joys 
of their Brethren. And therefore St. Paul tells us very 
remarkably in 1 Cor. 13. 8. Charity never fails, 
whether there be Prophecies they ſhall fail ; whether 
there be Tongaes, they ſhall ceaſe ; or whether there be 
Anowledge, that is, dull and dark, 27 ha vaniſh a- 
way; as it all other Virtues would vaniſn. But love 
and Charity will abide for ever. But all that I have 


\ hitherto faid relates chiefly to the Soul: Therefore 


in the. 

Fifth Place, I muſt crave Leave to ſay ſomething 
of another Glory, that is, of the prodigious Glory 
of our Bodies, the which will certainly there be no 
no longer Houſes of Clay, apt to be broken and 
ſhattered with every Blaſt but magnificent Places, 
which will defie all Tide, Wind and Weather, and 
be like unto Mount Sos, that ſtands faſt and abideth 


for ever. They will be no longer dark, homely _ 


and 
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and diſmal Prifons, as now they are, in which our 
Souls often groan, and are often uneaſie; but they 
will be houſes of Pleaſure, which will wonderfully 


contribute toward the Joy and Satisfaction of our 
Souls; they will no longer be Tabernacles of Clay, 
but Temples of the Holy Ghoſt, built upon the 


Rock of Ages; for it's ſown a natural Body, it's rais'd 
a ſpiritual Body ; it's ſown in Corruption, it's raiſed 


in Incorruption; as St. Paul informs us, 1 Cor. 1. 


45. In a Word, our Bodies there will be like unta 


Chriſt's a moſt glorious Body, as St. Paul ſpeaks in” 


Philip. 2. 3. not like his Body on Mount Calvary, 
that was torn, wounded, bruiſed, beaten, and pierced 
witha thouſand Wounds; but like unto his Body on 
Mount Taber, that was all ſhining, and all encom- 
paſſed with a Thouſand and a Thouſand Rayes. To 
all this, 1a the. 
Sixth Place, Take Notice ofthe glorious Iahabi- 
. tants where this Body that is united to the glorious 
Soul will dwell ; not in a Palace of Gold, and Pearl, 
and precious Stones, or [vory ; but a Seat of a vaſt 
Extent, even the Heaven of Heavens; and there to 
behold all the glittering Appartments of that ſhinin 
Houſe; and there to view in every Place the va 
Troops of Angels and Arch-Angels, and the Spirits 
of jaſt Men made perfect; all employed in Work 
and Buſineſs ſuitable to their Place and Graadure, 
there to be inceſſantly and perpetually charmed with 
Accent of their great Redeemer's Praife, to converſe 
with intelligent Spirits of the firſt Order, and to 
mingle their Happineſs with the Felicity of other 
Souls, there to behold the Lord Jeſus at the Head of 
all the celeſtial Armies, there to live for ever _ 
| the 
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the Influences of his Beams, to be always adoring 
his M1j:ſty, and kiffing his Feet in every Tranſport 
cf Zeal: Lord, what Felicity muſt this be! And 


ftom hence, in the laſt place, 


There muſt needs flow ineffable, unſpeakable and 


5 endleſs Joyes ; and how can it be other wile, when 


* the Soul (hall be in the Midſt of ſo many Springs of 


Pleaſure, where there is no Poſſibility left for greater 


and highter Springs of Pleaſure; for ſhould any of 
the Saints in Heaven be offered a new or another 


Paradife, they could not be happier; tor the Air js 


there fexfull of Light, that ir canadmit of no more; 


and the Veſſels are ſo ſull, that they cannot receive 
no more: All the Deſires of the Soul are there per- 
fectly filled, and the Joys that are there are without 
Bounds or Limits, oth as to Degree, and as to 
Duration; there will be no Mixture ot Joys and 
Grief, of Sorrow and Conſolation, of Diſeaſes and 
comforts; there all Tears will be wiped away, and 
the Soul will keep an eternal Holy Day. This is it 


what the Holy Ghoſt means by a Crown of Lite, 


Be faithful unto Death, and Iwill give thee a Crown 
of Life, Rev. 2. 10. There we ſhall perieQtiy reign 
over our ſelves that's it what the Holy G::oft means 
by ſitting with Chriſt on his Throne: Sitting im- 
ports Eternal Reſt and Repoſe, and by the Throne, 
Eternal Glory here on Earth: Many Men enjoy 
Eaſe, Reit and Repole, but no Glory is joined to 
it; as we {ee in all idle Men that have nothing to do. 
On the other ſide, there are Men that enjoy great 
Glory, and yet have nor Reſt, no Eaſe, nor Repoſe 
with it; but in Heaven, in thoſe celeſtial Regions, 
of Glory, Glory and Reſt will be joined pogether, 
is 
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this the Holy Ghoſt means by Palms in the 9th of 


Revelations 9. There were Palms given to the glori- 
fied Saints, Palms to expreſs their Victory and 
Conqueſt there; there we ſhall prove victorious in- 
deed, and ſhall perfectly overcome the Fleſh, the 


World, and Sin, and the Devil; and this is what 


the Holy Ghoſt means in that Expreſſion in Rev. 3. 
12. Him that overcometh will I make a Pillar in 
the Temple of my God, and he ſball go no more out, and 
J will write upon him the Name of my God, and the 
Name of the City of my God, which is the New Jerus+ 
falem, that cometh down out of Heaven from my God, 
and I will write upon him my new Name. Pillars are 


raiſed here on Earth to propagate Mens Names, and 


their virtuous Actions are engraven thereon, to eter- 
nize their Memory ; we ſhall be thoſe Pillars and 
Manſions of Glory, and in Heaven we ſhall be Mo- 
numents of God's Goodneſs, and on our Souls and 
Bodies will be graven there the Eternal Monu- 
ments of God's Love towards us in Chriſt Jeſus. 
But while Iamthus diſcourſing of the Glory which 
ere long ſhall be revealed in us, methinks I hear the 
Almighty ſay, as once to Fob out of the Whirlwind, 
in Job 38. 2, who iy this that darkeneth Counſel by 
Words without Kuowledge Who is that bold Wretch 
that dares pretend to diſcover the Third Heavens, 
where St. Paul heard Words unſpeakable, which it 
was not lawful for any Manto utter? 


-- Grear God, Thou kaoweſt it is not Raſhneſs nor 


Curioſity that makes ſuch poor Worms as we are 
to ſearch into theſe Myſteries. It is not with an 
intent to rend the Curtain, or to tear the Vail 


Which thou haſt drawn over that celeſtial Brightneſs; 


neither 
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neither is it with a Deſign to pry into or dive into 
the Bottom of thoſe Secrets which thou haſt reſer- 
ved to thy Omnitcient Self; but it is with an latent 
to ſupport thy Servants in their Dangers,and to com- 
fort thy Children in their Diſtreſſes. It's only to 
inflame our Deſires, and cheriſh our Hopes of the fu- 
ture Glory ; and if by our faint Reſemblances and 
feeble Strokes, or Water-Colours, and rough draught, 
we judge not right of things, Lord, pardon our 
weak Attempts, 

Behold, I am vile, what (hall I anſwer thee? 1 
will lay my Hand upon my Mouth. Once have ] ſpo- 
(en, but I will not anſwer : yea, twice, but I will ſpeak 
no more. It's enough that I have ſaid fo much of 
this future Glory that ſhall be revealed in us : Its 


only to raiſe and kindle Deſires in your Hearts,
